Many of 
these come too late for publica- 
tion in our issue of last week 
and it’s too late to list them 
now, proving that procrastination 
besides being the thief of time 
is also the sure way to miss the 
air mail. 

The rubber stamp _ industry 
must have had a big month's 
business making cachets, but we 
wonder how many collectors are 
going to try to cover all of these 
events of which they hear. 

For our own part in the af- 
fair we have sold thousands of 
air mail envelopes, both of the 
standard design and of our own 


special printings as well as 
cacheted ones for the new stamp. 
In fact we had difficulty at the 
last minute in finding the stand- 
ard design envelopes at local 
paper supply houses as we had 
bought all they had in stock 
and had to find some at whole- 
sale merchandise houses to fill 
the final orders. 


It has been a fine gesture on 
the part of the Postoffice De- 
partment to sponsor this week. 
We somehow feel that if the De- 


partment would make just as 
much effort ifi delivering and 
handling their parcel mail that 


we could live happily. We are 
besieged from time to time with 
complaints of slowness in delivery 
of the small parcels of envelopes 


that we send collectors for first 
day covers. Very often we 
have statements that small par- 
cels take from five to eight days 
to make trips of as little as 
four or five hundred miles. 

We make this statement here 
in the hope that collectors who 
have occasion to tnake such com- 
plaints will in the future, make 
a similar complaint to the Post- 
office Department. Address the 
Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral at Washington. 


You can tell when your en- 
velopes were mailed and you 
can tell when they reach you. 
On all the envelopes in which 
we mail out these parcels of 
envelopes, we have printed the 
word “MERCHANDISE” and 
we also have printed on the 
parcels the words “MAILED AT 
COLUMBUS, O.” under which 
we stamp the date on which the 
parcel was mailed. Thus you 
can know when it was mailed 
and you can know that it was 
the fault of slow mail service if 
it does not reach you in decent 
time.

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Jefferson, Delaware, and Constitution 


Stamps Are 


Announced 





Under date of May 11th the Post 
Office Department announced the new 3c 
Thomas Jefferson stamp of the new reg- 
ular series would be issued for the first 
time on June 16 at the Washington, D. C., 
post office. The color will be purple and 
design will be identical with the others 
sf the Presidentials already announced 
except for change of portrait and nu- 
merals. 

The Delaware stamp described as “ 
in commemoration of the 300th anniver- 
sary of the landing of the first Swedish 
and Finnish colonists in this country” 
will be issued on June 27th at Wilming- 
ten, Del. Wilmington was chosen as first 
day city as it was the scene of the land- 
ing of the first Swedish and Finnish im- 
migrants, although as the P. O. Dept. 
points out, New Sweden actually com- 
prised portions of what is now Delaware, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. The flag 
shown in the illustration is that flown 
over New Sweden and remains today 
without change the flag of Sweden. The 
colors are yellow for the cross (white in 
the illustration) and light blue for the 
field (black in the illustration). This is 
the only flag flown over colonial America 
which has not since been changed or re- 
placed by the parent country. Finland at 
the time of the founding of the colony 
of New Sweden was a part of the Swed- 
ish Kingdom. 

The new Swedish-Finnish commemora- 
tive stamp will have as its central design 
a reproduction of a painting by Stanley 
Arthurs depicting the arrival of the first 
Swedish and Finnish settlers. Across the 
bottom of the stamp will be the inscrip- 
tion “Landing of the Swedes and Finns.” 
At the upper left of the stamp will ap- 
pear the year “1638” while in the upper 
right will be the year “1938,” between 
which will be the wording “U. S. Post- 
age.” The denomination designation “3” 
will appear in each of the lower corners 
and the stamp will be enclosed by orna- 
mental side borders. This stamp will be 
square, its dimensions being 0.92 inches 
on each border, and will be one of the 
few square commemorative stamps ever 
issued. The last such stamp was the 
Virginia Dare issue, which was one inch 
square. 

On May 13th the design of the new 3c 
commemorative of the 150th Anniversary 


10,000,000 6c Ordered 
Under date of May 9th, the Post Of- 
fice Department reported that postmas- 
ters throughout the country had already 
requisitioned ten million of the new 6c 
air mail stamp. Reports from other 


of the ratification of the Constitution 
was announced. The stamp will be a 
horizontal rectangle, purple in color, 
same size as the other Constitution stamp 
issued last September. The stamp will 
be issued June 21st at Philadelphia, Pa. 

The central design will be a reproduc- 
tion of a colonial-type Court House, with 
two horsemen in the foreground, one in 
the act of mounting and the other gal- 
loping away carrying news of the ratifi 
cation. In the upper left half of the 
stamp will be the wording ‘‘The States 
Ratify The Constitution 1788,” arranged 
in three lines in dark Roman. In a 
similar position at the right will be the 
wording ‘United States Postage 1938” 
in like lettering also arranged in three 
lines. In rectangular shaped panels with 


dark ground, arranged vertically, in each 
lower corner will be the large numeral 
“3” in white Gothic. In a narrow pane! 
with dark ground at the center of the 
lower edge of the stamp will be the 
wording “Three Cents” in white Gothic. 
Stamp collectors desiring first-day can- 
celations of the new stamps on June 16 
and June 27 may send a limited number 
of addressed covers, not in excess of 10, 
to the respective Postmasters. Postage 
stamps will positively not be accepted in 
payment. Each cover should bear a pen- 
cil endorsement in the upper right corner 
to show the number of stamps to be 
attached thereto. Envelopes for covers 
should not be smaller than 3 by 6 inches. 
Compliance can not be made with un- 
usual requests, such as for the affixing 
of plate number blocks, etc., and all 
covers must be fully addressed. 
Requests for uncanceled stamps must 
not be included with orders for first-day 


covers to the postmasters at the above

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The First Commercial Flight 
In the United States 


As was announced by the Post Office 
Dept. the new 6c air mail stamp was 
placed on sale at St. Petersburg, Fla., 
where the first regular passenger carrying 
fight was made. This took place on 
January 1, 1914, and was inaugurated 
with a Benoist hydroplane, Tony Jannus 
pilot and Mayor Pheil of St. Petersburg 
as first passenger. The new service was 
termed the “St. Petersburg-Tampa Air- 
boat Line’ and operated for several 
months carrying passengers between the 
two cities which had at the time no other 
direct and continuous means of trans- 
portation. Tony Jannus the pilot was 
killed in Russia during the war; Tom 
Benoist, St. Louis builder of the flying 
boat was killed in an accident on a street 
car in Sandusky, O.; and the first pas- 
senger, Mayor A. C. Pheil is also dead. 
The second passenger, another former 
Mayor of the city, Noel Mitchell, is still 
living. As part of the celebration of the 
week, Mr. Mitchell as guest of Pennsyl- 
vania Airlines will tour the present day 
passenger air routes of the U. S. This 
information is presented in complete 
detail with photographs in the May Air- 
post Journal. 


S. African Change Asked 


A committee of two philatelic socie- 
ties in the Union of South Africa has 
suggested to the authorities that for fu- 
ture issues, the proposed ‘“‘Voortrekkers” 
in particular, that each stamp be bi- 
lingual instead of each design being 
printed separately in the two languages. 
As examples of how well this works out, 
the committee forwarded specimens of 
the bi-lingual Canadian stamps now 
current. 





Chicago celebrated Air Mail week by 
flying the mail from air port to post 
office roof in an autogiro, the round trip 
taking ten minutes as compared with 
the 80 minutes required for mail trucks. 


Contracts have just been let for the 
Seattle & Skagway R. P. O. which op-

Catalog 


A copy of the second edition of the 


| United States Slogan Postmark Catalog 





by Donald W. Tucker has been received 
for review from the publisher, Stephen 
G. Rich, P. O. Box B, Verona, N. J. 
The catalog pages are slightly larger and 
because of new illustrations and many 
additional listings the pages have nearly 
doubled in number. In addition to the 
listings of the first edition of 1936 of 
all known slogan postmarks of U. S. and 
insular possessions, the catalog now lists 
postmarks of all exhibitions. expositions, 
etc., not necessarily of a slcx .. character 
and postmarks of all philatelic stations. 
The book is thoroughly illustrated and 
priced, these being considerably revised. 
The average slogans are quoted at prices 
ranging from 5c to 25c for specimens 
cut 2x4 inches with a premium for 
covers. The exhibition and philatelic 
cancellations are priced as high as $5.00 
for specimens on cover, with some so 
scarce that for lack of information they 
are unpriced. The most expensive group 
seems to be the Exhibition R. P. O.’s 
which were used in postal car exhibits 
at various fairs but of which few speci- 
mens have turned up. The prices in 
general seem very reasonable consider- 
ing that they are for fine, clear specimens 
on neat covers. The book is well worth 
the 50c price, the style chart of the 
various different machines being alone

ANNUAL The 1937-38 annual party 


PARTIES season is closing these cys. 
The possibilities of this form 
of philatelic get-together seem witho 't 


1 


limit. These annual shows have increase 
enormously the knowledge of stamp coi 
lecting by the general public, no 
minor result having been the general in- 
crease in the respect for the hobby and 
its followers. The depression, the stream 
of U. S. commemoratives, the coming of 
the air mail, and other things have va- 
riously been given as the causes of the 
great increase in stamp collecting in the 
United States. The annual parties have 
been in the fore in promoting philately. 
We have only to look back a short ten 
years to recall times when one did not 
freely admit being a stamp collector; 
when stamp clubs were away in the 
rear of prominent community organiza- 
tions; when an exhibition was something 
to be undertaken only in a serious 
manner on a national scale and then 
only about once a decade; and stamp col 
lecting in general was hidden away from

the ears and eyes of the general public. 
Annual dinners we recall, were formal af- 
fairs (if held at all) redolent of moth 
balls and sombre formality; or were 
confined to a simple supper gathering of 
a dozen or so collectors in a cafeteria. 
Exhibitions, when rarely held, included 
exhibits catering more to the specialist 
than to the average person of those com- 
munities. 

Now dinners are conspicuous for the 
absence of formality, the programs are 
on a lighter vein, and the much larger 
crowds have a much better time. Exhi- 
bitions are undertaken on a few months 
notice by clubs with less than a hundred 
members and the stamps shown are com- 
posed of items of interest to the aver- 
age person, collector or not. In fact 
these gatherings are proving so popular 
that in some districts they come every 
month and sometimes several in the 
same month, all within reasonable trav- 
elling distance of each other. At first 
they catered principally to out-of-town 
attendants but this group has dwindled 
due to so many affairs in their own 
bailiwicks. The result has been for local 
clubs of necessity to make greater efforts 
to bring out the local enthusiasts, which 
is proving beneficial to those clubs in 
new members and a more active club. 
Some have said there were too many 
annual parties, but we don’t think so. 
Each one boosts stamp collecting in its 
own locality and after all what more 
should be expected? What better reason 
could be advanced for having these af- 
fairs?

Let- 
ters were handed into the post offices, 
the clerk affixing an air mail label (eti- 
quette) which inside a thin boxed frame 
contained the words “Por Aviao—Par 
Avion—Taxa  recebida/Taxe percue”’ 
with a dotted line for entry of the fee 
paid. Since March 14 stamps are used 
to prepay postage on air mail.

Ulysses S. Grant 





EIGHTEENTH PRESIDENT — 1869-1877 


Born at Point Pleasant, Clermont 
County, Ohio, on April 27, 1822. Died 
at Mt. McGregor, N. Y., on July 23, 
1885, of a cancerous throat ailment. This 
President is known generally by the 
name given above which he was forced 
to acknowledge as a result of an error 
in his appointment to West Point Mili- 
tary Academy. Grant’s correct name 
was Hiram Ulysses Grant, During 
his youth Grant worked on a farm, then 
after his graduation from the Academy 
served in the army until 1854, seeing 
active service in the West and Mexico. 
He was clerking in a store at Galena, 
Ill., when the Civil War broke out and 
immediately volunteered. His rise was 
rapid as he proved one of the ablest 
Federal commanders and in fact when 
he captured Forts Henry and Donelson 
on the Tennessee and Cumberland rivers 
in February, 1862, these were the first 
important victories for the Federals. 
The retired grade of lieutenant-general 
was revived and in 1864 Grant assumed 
his post as commander-in-chief of the 
armies of the United States. His famous 
campaign in Virginia of 1864-65 was 
the death blow to the Confederacy, end- 
ing in the surrender of Lee to Grant 
at Appomattox Court House on April 9, 
1865. As the outstanding national hero 
he was nominated by the Republicans 





and easily won the election of 1868. 
Grant was re-elected in 1872 by the 
then unprecedented number of 286 elec- 
toral votes. After his second term the 
General traveled around the world, en- 
tered business and was financially ruined 
by associates whom he had trusted. 
Grant’s first appearance on our stamps 
was on the 5c 1890, next on the 5c 
1894 and 1898, the 4c 1902 and finally 
on the current 8c type of 1922-31. Grant 
is scheduled to appear on the new 18c

ANOTHER SUGGESTION. 


Right away I will admit that this is 
not an original idea of mine but was 
lifted from an article in a recent issue 
of the STAMP WHOLESALER by Eu- 
gene Herzog. The suggestion is this, 
that in future bureau print catalogs, 
items that have been changed from 
the previous catalog be marked with 
some such a notation as an asterisk. 
Perhaps it could be worked out that 
some kind of a mark be used for those 
prices raised and another for those low- 
ered. Would this or would it not help 
collector and dealer in his work with the 
catalog? A little comment on this would 
be appreciated and if sufficient letters 
are received we will turn them over to 
the publishers for their consideration. 


A PAPER MILL Lor. 


In a recent unpicked virgin mixture 
there were several outstanding things 
that came to our notice. One of these 
was that in the lot of 650 stamps there 
was not a single postage due precancel. 
There were two Bi-centennial precancels, 
a 7c Endicott and a 4c Paterson, N. J. 
We noticed one Electric Eye item, it 
was from Springfield in U-15. One Ic 
Offset and 2 1i5c 1917 issue items. A 
few old type buros, not over a _ half 
dozen and the best new type buro ruined. 
It was a 20c Des Moines up. Only two 
dollar items but enough double line 
items to keep them out of the scarce 
class.

In the above lot, on one piece of cover 
were the Ic, 5c, 10c and 50c from 
Concord, N. C., in a electro type that 
reminds one of the last electro of Aurora, 
Ill. I think the letters in this plate 
though are a size smaller and the word- 
ing is spaced more vertically than the 
Aurora type but the heavy lines above 
and below and bold letters make for an 
imposing imprint. The 50c item read 
across normal, leaves one guessing a 
little as the legend is to the extreme 
left, leaving enough space for the start 
of another subject. This suggests that 
there perhaps are two plates. 


METER PROBLEMS. 


All is not rosy about the meters so 
I am told. Besides a lot of red tape 
in handling the accounts of these pesky 
machines I understand that it is possible 
for the ribbon to run dry and the ma- 
chine kick out a piece of blank tape 
which the permit holder is out. He 
may collect I understand, but to get 50c 
out of the government is about as hard 
to do as getting rid of your mother-in- 
law. Those firms on a budget system 
find the meter disrupts their budget 
plans considerably. I think the mini- 
mum amount required to set up a meter 
is $100, and if the meter runs out short- 
ly before the budget period is up it is 
not a matter of running to the post office 
for five or ten dollars worth of stamps 
but a matter of kicking in another 
hundred making many poor accountants 
very unhappy. Of course I am not so 
narrow minded as to think that the 
meter companies will not try to rectify 
many of these faults. It’s their busi- 
ness making these machines and the 
government is their best customer.

Smallest Stamp Paper(?) 


Hardly a week goes by that a copy of 
a new stamp paper is not received, but 
this week came one decidedly different 
in make-up, size and contents. It’s the 
Rocky Mountain Philatelic Bulletin, 
whose slogan is “Philatelic news in a 
nutshell” and it does both fairly well, 
the size of a page being about a quarter- 
inch smaller than a postcard. Including 
news of Colorado philatelic activities, 
the paper is the hobby of a Denver lino- 
type operator, Emerson N. Barker. A. 
E. Pade, the mixture man, suggests the 
RMPB is the world’s smallest stamp 
paper. Sample copies may be obtained 
at 5c each from Mr. Barker, 4153 Utica 
St., Denver.

has issued airmail stamps and they 
haven’t even one aeroplane? I person- 
ally collect the stamps of Canada, so am 
not against the regular issues of foreign 
countries. 


But back to stamp news from Broad- 
way. A large number of United States 
illustrated albums have appeared on 
the market. Quite unusual to see an 
illustration of a United States stamp 
staring you in the face. New York 
Dealers report a very brisk sale of these 
albums. 


I was talking to a few Post Office 
Superintendents this week. Two of them 
told me that if by chance they see any 
philatelic mail waiting to be cancelled, 
that, they themselves, cancel it. All of 
them said they have issued instructions 
to the clerk in charge of the hand stamp 
to be considerate in the cancelling of all 
commemorative stamps on what looks 
to be philatelic mail. These men do 
not collect stamps, but have the inter- 
ests of collectors at heart. They asked 
me to do one favor for them. To ask 
New York collectors when they are not 
able to secure stamps from the Philatelic 
Window of the G. P. O. to come to the 
district offices at hours when they are 
not busy with many customers. You 
collectors know when you'll find your 
post office fairly quiet. 


The 10 schilling Dolfuss stamp seems 
to be a thing of the past in New York. 
No one has any. I have an idea that a 
few speculators have laid away a fairly 
nice supply and are waiting for the 
summer to pass before releasing them 
on the market. 





Heard a hard luck story from a chap 
on the Wilberforce issue of Sierra Leone. 
At the time they were issued he sent 
a money order to the post master for a 
set of blox. While the letter was in 
transit the exchange rate went up so 
he was 4 shillings and 8 pence short. 
The post master filled his order but left 
out the blox of the 1 shilling and the 
two pence stamps. He said, “I had to 
spend $10.00 to complete the set.” I 
gave him my sympathy. For a $50.00 
investment he has a set worth between 
$400 and $500.

Philippine Notes 
By PasLto M. ESPERIDION 


Making a survey of the stamp collect- 
ing public in the Philippines, Americans 
and Europeans comprise the bulk of col- 
lectors in these Islands. Thirty per cent, 
however, are Filipinos. But most in- 
teresting to observe is the growing ten- 
dency on the part of school children, 
based on the fact that a good number of 
school teachers are not only collectors 
themselves, but are encouraging the edu- 
cational value of stamp collecting among 
their students. 


Displaying further interest in the hob- 
by was the Philippine Amateur Stamp 
Collectors Club which was also organ- 
ized lately. Members of this club are 
professional men in private lives, but all 
“green” in stamp collecting. Miss Clara 
Pagel, the secretary, herself is an Ameri- 
can lady. 


Tourists—a good number of them— 
upon their arrival here immediately go 
to the Manila Post Office (portrayed on 
the 4c P. I., Scott 355), as well as in 
stores of stamp dealers to buy Philippine 
stamps. Sometimes these world travel- 
lers are heard to comment they are sur- 
prised to find they could buy U. S. 
stamps in Manila cheaper than in the 
States. The only possible explanation 
to this is that local dealers do not have 
as much overhead as those in the U. S. 








NN’ 

Speculation is being attached to the 
unconfirmed report from the Bureau of 
Posts that the recent surcharged 3c Post- 
age Due will be withdrawn from circu- 
lation. Business reply cards and enve- 
lopes on which these stamps serve the 
purpose, will simply be weighed, charg- 
ing the party concerned for the corre- 
sponding postage, thereby re-establishing 
the old practice. However, on consulting 
one of the local postal officials who pre- 
ferred not to be quoted, he declared 
he was of the opinion the present system 
is more convenient. 


While straight edges in this modern 
age of stamp collecting are always looked 
at with raised eyebrows, some local deal- 
ers are at a loss to understand why one 
of the largest dealers in the Atlantic 
Coast is always requisitioning higher 
values of Philippine stamps — with 
straight edges. 


Forgeries of the scarce Madrid-Manila 
have bobbed up in the Manila market. 
Don Jose Trill, president of the Asocia- 
cion Filatelica de Filipinas came across 
one of these “loose babies” (a 26c) and 
submitted it at once to Philippine ex- 
perts for an extensive report to be pub- 
lished in the local press. Distinguishing 
feature of these forgeries was the poor 
inking. 


There is rumor in this city that a 
foreign dealer purchased lately thou- 
sands of ARNACAL stamps in straight- 
edges and shipped them to a New York 
“dentist” to have them fixed with “false 
teeth.” 





No definite plans so far have been 
made as yet by postal officials re the 
new Philippine airmails—the “Flying 
Tamaraw.” 


Dealers in Manila are selling at pres- 
ent, used U. S. Clippers at 5, 10 and 15c 
for the 20, 25 and 50c values, respect- 
ively. 


This is the tourist season in the Phil- 
ippines. Big liners, from the States, 
and Europe, are usually seen docked 
in Pier 7, Manila Bay—the largest pier 
in the world and depicted on the 12c 
stamps of the P. I. (Scott 356).

U. S. NOTES 
Under this heading we will print notes on

Mary Coleman of Wisconsin writes in 
to inquire about a 10c of the current 
issue with a fold about one-eighth of 
an inch in width down the left side of 
the stamp. When this fold is opened 
out flat the stamp has a blank streak 
of white paper about a quarter-inch 
wide separating the design and the 
stamp itself is as a result much wider. 
These varieties are termed “creased 
paper” or “folded paper” varieties and 
are found fairly frequently. They are 
formed by the roll of paper being creased 
or wrinkled just before it runs under 
the plate and naturally the design can 
only reach the surface of the paper ex- 
posed. These creases sometimes extend 
diagonally across a sheet and when 
ironed out (don’t use the iron too lit- 
erally) make some very curious looking 
stamps. The average such creases leave 
white space of a sixteenth to an eighth 
of an inch in width. Value? Well, it’s 
anyone’s guess, but for used copies of 
ordinary stamps 25c to 50c seems aver- 
age. Large unused part sheets of course 
run into the dollars—if you find someone 
really interested. 


Perhaps it’s old stuff. But have you 
noticed the variety of machine and 
handstamp cancellations from the larger 
post offices which are for use on air 
mail only? 


The Post Office Department has ad- 
vised postmasters that the new regular 
series will be supplied only ifter their 
stocks of the present serics is exhausted, 
as it is not intended to withdraw any 
stamps now on sale.
